TSA Ponders ‘Tt'usted 'H'avelers’ 


Report: Treating all 
passengers as threats 
slows security system 

Washington 

Treating every airport passen- 
ger as a potential terrorist threat 
slows the security system, need- 
lessly frustrates people and deters 
some from flying at all, accord- 
ing to a new report by a panel of 
experts that makes recommenda- 
tions to ease bottlenecks at securi- 
ty checkpoints. 

Travel industry analysts believe 
the report, commissioned by the 
U.S. Travel Association a year ago 
and scheduled for release Wednes- 
day, could finally provide the impe- 
tus for creating a program for 
“trusted travellers,” even though 
the privilege could come at a price 
of privacy: Trusted travellers would 


have to provide credit information, 
tax returns and other personal data 
to verify that members pose little 
or no risk. 

Headed by former Secretary of 
Homeland Security Tom Ridge and 
Jim Turner, a former Democratic 
member of the House Homeland 
Security Committee, the panel 
urges creation of a voluntary pro- 
gram for trusted travellers, who 
would be allowed to zip through 
security. 

The panel also said airlines 
should be ordered to allow each pas- 
senger to check one bag for free. It 
said checkpoints have been slowed 
by an avalanche of carry-on luggage 
caused by airline fees of $20 to $100 
per piece of checked luggage. 

While John S. Pistole, head 
of the Transportation Security 
Administration, would take issue 
with some of the panel findings, 
he has advocated moving away

from a Maginot Line defense to a 
more nimble, risk-based approach. 
The report may add weight to his 
argument in dealing with a risk- 
averse Congress. 

Frustration with new anti-ter- 
rorism tactics used by the TSA 
boiled over last fall, drawing con- 
demnation from a vocal minority 
of fliers and from some members of 
Congress, who objected to revealing 
new full-body scanners and vigor- 
ous pat-down procedures. 

The proposed creation of a 
trusted traveler program takes the 
debate through a thorny thicket, 
pitting the right to privacy against 
the goal of secure flight. 

“The key difference is that the 
program we’re recommending is 
totally voluntary,” said Geoff Free- 
man, executive vice president of the 
U.S. Travel Association, which com- 
missioned the year-long study. 

Freeman said the will to make 
the system more flexible has to 
originate with Congress: “TSA may 
think that some of [them] are very 
fine ideas, but they are in a political 
hot seat. Nothing will happen until 
Congress changes the tone of the

House OKs New Stopgap Measure 


New spending bill 
keeps government 
afloat 3 more weeks 

Washington 

The House Tuesday passed a mea- 
sure blending $6 billion in budget 
cuts with enough money to keep 
the government running for an 
additional three weeks. 

The measure would buy addi- 
tional time for talks between Capi- 
tol Hill Republicans and the Obama 
administration on a bill to fund the 
day-to-day operations of the govern- 
ment through the end of September. 


No Deal in Sight 

Prospects for agreement on a 
longer-term spending measure re- 
main uncertain as House Republicans 
are insistent on a bill mixing steep 
spending cuts with numerous policy 
provisions, including a ban on federal 
funding for Planned Parenthood and 
to strike money to bankroll implemen- 
tation of President Obama’s signature 
health care law. (ap) 


Those negotiations haven’t gotten 
very far yet, and House GOP leaders 
haven’t shown much flexibility. 
The measure passed by a 271- 


158 vote despite opposition from 
some tea party-backed conserva- 
tives who said it “kicks the can 
down the road” instead of impos- 
ing steep and immediate spending 
cuts. The $6 billion cut by the mea- 
sure includes many items that the 
Obama administration and Demo- 
crats agree can be axed. Fifty-four 
Republicans opposed the bill. 

“It’s a small down payment on 
our commitment to the American 
people that we’d have real fiscal 
responsibility,” said House Speak- 
er John Boehner, R-Ohio. 

The measure moves to the Sen- 
ate, which is likely to clear it for 
Obama’s desk later this week, (ap)

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Higher Food Prices May Be Here to Stay 


Washington 

Agronomist Roger Elmore sus- 
pected trouble in July, when Iowa’s 
cool summer nights didn’t get as 
cool as usual. 

The evening heat could mean a 
smaller corn harvest at a time when 
global food markets are so tight 
that anything less than a bumper 
yield can send prices higher. 

The world now faces a crisis 
in food prices that has its roots 


in those warm Iowa evenings. 
Since last summer, several events 

— floods in Australia, blistering 
drought in Russia, the threat of a 
poor winter wheat crop in China 

— have compounded concerns 
about the food supply and pushed 
world prices to the highest levels 
measured since the U.N. Food and 
Agricultural Organization began 
calculating its index in 1990. 

For decades, the world was often 
swimming in surplus food because

farmers were so productive. But 
rising demand has caught up, and 
reserves have become so tight that

The new dynamic reflects in 
part the rising demand for meat in 
developing countries such as China, 
which has almost single-handedly 
driven up prices for the soybeans 
it imports for animal meal, as well 
as the increasing use of corn for 
ethanol. Today, at least a third of 
the U.S. crop goes for making fuel.

Manama, Bahrain 

Bahrain’s king declared a three- 
month state of emergency Tues- 
day to quell a Shiite uprising, as 
clashes spread through the capi- 
tal and surrounding villages in a 
showdown that drew in the region’s 
major powers and splintered along 
its main sectarian faultlines. At 
least two Bahrainis and a Saudi 
soldier died, and hundreds of pro- 
testers were injured by shotgun 
blasts and clubs. 

A force of more than 1,000 Sau- 
di-led troops expanded to defend 
the Sunni monarchy; Iran and Leb- 
anon’s Hezbollah denounced the 
presence of foreign soldiers; and 
Washington feared for its main 
naval base in the Gulf Any compro- 
mise appeared distant, with the lat- 
est order from Bahrain’s king and 
protesters’ demands for the royal 
family to be toppled altogether.

Pirate Prosecutions on the Rise 


Nairobi, Kenya 

Five Somali pirates are jailed for 
life by a U.S. court. Sixty-one sus- 
pected pirates captured at sea face 
trial in India. Somali prisons are 
running out of room. 

Pirates captured at sea by inter- 
national navies used to be routinely 
set free because no country wanted 
the hassle and expense of a court 
case. But as piracy has flourished 
and turned increasingly violent, 
an unprecedented 17 countries 
are prosecuting pirates in courts 
around the world. 

The increase in arrests and 
prosecutions shows a growing rec- 
ognition of the global problem pira- 
cy has become, said Alan Cole, the

head of the U.N.’s anti-piracy pro- 
gram. In recent months, six hos- 
tages have been killed, and pirates 
have begun using explosives and 
blowtorches to cut crews out of the 
secure rooms during attacks. 

“We see pirates in prison in 
Kenya, the Seychelles and Mal- 
dives,” Cole said. “They are amazed 
to come in and see their cousins.

Libyan Onslaught 
Outguns Rebels 


After surprise blitz, 
Gadhafi tells regime 
opposition to give up 

Tobruk, Libya 

Moammar Gadhafi’s forces struck 
the rebellion’s heartland with air- 
strikes, missiles and artillery on 
Tuesday, trying for the first time to 
take back a city that serves as a cru- 
cial gateway for the band of fight- 
ers who threatened his four-decade 
hold on power. Rebels rushed to the 
front and sent up two rickety air- 
planes to bomb government ships, 
as mosques broadcast pleas for help 
defending the city. 

The pro-Gadhafi forces sur- 
prised rebels with attacks on two 
sides of the city of Ajdabiya, and 
the opposition was outgunned as 
troops entered the city in tanks 
and personnel carriers. 

“They don’t have the arms, but 
they have the will to fight,” Lt. Col. 


Support for Libya 

The dramatic turn in Moammar 
Gadhafi’s fortunes has outpaced 
French and British efforts to build 
support for a no-fly zone, which fell 
apart on Tuesday. Meanwhile, at a 
G-8 meeting Tuesday, foreign minis- 
ters warned of “dire consequences" 
if Gadhafi did not honor the Libyan 
people’s claim to basic rights, free- 
dom of expression and representa- 
tive government. (AP) 


Mohammed Saber, an army officer 
who defected to the uprising, said 
by telephone as explosions rattled 
in the background. 

With the victory in Zwara, a 
town about 30 miles from the Tuni- 
sian border, the regime has large- 
ly consolidated control in the west. 
Gadhafi said he expects victory and 
that the rebels’ options are closing.

Radiation 
Adds Fear 
To Misery 


Experts race to avert 
worst-case scenarios 
at Japan’s crippled 
nuclear power plant 

Soma, Japan 

A nuclear power plant damaged by fire 
and explosions emitted a burst of radi- 
ation Tuesday, panicking an already 
edgy Japan and leaving the govern- 
ment struggling to contain a spiral- 
ing crisis caused by last week’s earth- 
quake and tsunami. 

Radiation levels in areas around 
the nuclear plant, which rose early in 
the afternoon, appeared to subside by 
evening, officials said. But the unease 
remained in a country trying to recov- 
er from the massive disasters that are 
believed to have killed more than 10,000 
people and battered the world’s third- 
largest economy. 

The leak caused the government 
to order 140,000 people living with- 
in 20 miles of the plant to seal them- 
selves indoors to avoid exposure and 
declared a ban on commercial air traffic 
through the area. Worries about radia- 
tion rippled through Tokyo and other 
areas far beyond that cordon. 

The troubles cascaded Tuesday at 
the Fukushima Dai-ichi plant, where 
there have already been explosions at 
two reactor buildings since Friday’s 
disasters. An explosion at a third reac- 
tor blasted a 26-foot hole in the build- 
ing and, experts said, damaged a ves- 
sel below the reactor, although not the 
reactor core. Three hours later, a fire 
broke out at a fourth reactor, which had 
been offline for maintenance.

0 AFTERSHOCKS Japan was 
rattled by two new aftershocks within 
minutes, causing buildings in Tokyo to 
sway. The first, measuring 6.2, struck 
Tuesday night off the coast of Fukushima 
prefecture, 200 miles northeast of Tokyo 
and near where a massive quake hit last 
week. Three minutes later, a second, 
6.0-magnitude quake rumbled under 
Shizuoka prefecture, 55 miles southwest 
of Tokyo.

Prime Minister Naoto Kan said radia- 
tion had seeped from four of the plant’s 
six reactors. The International Atomic 
Energy Agency said Japanese officials 
informed it that the fire was in a pool 
where used nuclear fuel rods are stored 
and that “radioactivity is being released 
directly into the atmosphere.” Fong after 
the fire was extinguished, an official said 
the pool might still be boiling. 

Depending on how bad the blast was 
at Unit 2, experts said more radioactive 
materials could seep out. If the water in 
the storage pond in Unit 4 boils away, 
the fuel rods could be exposed, leaking 
more virulent radiation. Experts noted 
that much of the leaking radiation was 
apparently in steam from boiling water 
— and the falling radiation levels suggest 
the situation could be stabilizing. 

Government spokesman Yukio Edano 
said the radiation leak potentially affected 
public health. But authorities and experts 
said the risks to the public diminished 
the farther the distance from the plant.

At its most intense, the leak released a 
radioactive dose in one hour at the site 
400 times the amount a person normally 
receives in a year. Within six hours, that 
level had dropped dramatically. 

Though Kan and other officials urged 
calm, the developments fueled a grow- 
ing panic in Japan and around the world 
amid widespread uncertainty over what 
would happen next. In the worst-case 
scenario, one or more of the reactor cores 
would completely melt down, a disaster 
that could spew large amounts of radio- 
activity into the atmosphere. 

In evacuation centers for people 
living near the plant, Japanese wor- 
ried about radiation contamination, 
calling it an unseen threat, and com- 
plained that the government was with- 
holding information. “Nuclear power is 
the most frightening, even more than 
a tsunami. The government, the rul- 
ing party, administrators, nobody tells 
us, the citizens, what is really happen- 
ing,” said Isao Araki, 63. (ap) 


Americans Exposed 

More U.S. military crews were exposed to radiation Tuesday as the Pentagon ramped 
up relief flights over a Japan reeling from an earthquake, tsunami and nuclear crisis. 
The Defense Department said the Navy started giving anti-radiation pills to some of 
those exposed, and Americans on two military bases south of Tokyo were advised to 
stay indoors as much as possible. Meanwhile, U.S. aviation and energy officials also 
worked with Japanese counterparts on the nuclear developments, (ap)

Foreigners Flee Escalating Crisis 


Tokyo 

Scores of anxious foreigners bought 
last-minute plane tickets out of Japan 
Monday and Tuesday, desperate to 
leave their adopted country’s escalating 
nuclear crisis and uncertain when — or 
whether — they would return. 

“We’ve sort of made our peace that 
we may never actually come back to the 
house,” said David Atkinson, a civilian 
employee for the U.S. Air Force who 
has lived in Tokyo with his family for 
the last two years. 

With a massive earthquake 
and resulting tsunami triggering 
explosions, fires and possible 
meltdowns at a nuclear plant on Japan’s 
northeastern coast, Atkinson, his wife 
and their 16 -year-old son packed their

Rare Good News 

Rescuers pulled 70-year-old Sai Abe from her toppled home Tuesday, four days after an earthquake-spurred 
tsunami tossed the house off its foundation in Japan’s northeast. Abe’s son said he had tried to save his moth 
er but could not get her to flee her home in the port town of Otsuchi. His relief at her rescue, he said, was tem- 
pered by the fact that his father is still missing. In other rare good news, another survivor, described as being 
in his 20s, was shown on television being pulled from a building farther down the coast in the city of Ishimaki 
after rescue workers heard him calling for help, (ap) 


bags and found a place to board their 
dog. They arrived at Haneda Airport 
Tuesday a full 24 hours before the 
flight they had booked to Seoul, not 
at all sure whether they would use the 
return tickets. 

“All of that is up in the air,” said 
Atkinson, a native of Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Airports, train stations and taxi 
lines were a hub of anxious activity 
on Tuesday. While most of the country 
was spared the damage wrought by 
the earthquake and tsunami, officials 
have been unable to say what areas 
might be affected by the radiation 
leaks or quantify the dangers posed by 
exposure so far. 

Meanwhile, China on Tuesday 
became the first government to organize 
a mass evacuation of its citizens from 
Japan’s northeast. 

Also, Austria said it is moving its 
embassy from Tokyo to Osaka, 250 
miles away, due to radiation concerns, 
while France recommended that its 
citizens leave the Japanese capital, 
and the U.S. government advised 
Americans to avoid travel to Japan.

Japan’s earthquake and nuclear 
crisis have put pressure on the 
already fragile global economy, 
squeezed supplies of goods from 
computer chips to auto parts, and 
raised fears of higher interest rates. 

Thedisasterfrightened 
financial markets from Tokyo to 
Wall Street on Tuesday. Japan’s 
Nikkei average lost 10 percent, 
and the Dow Jones industrials fell 
so quickly after the opening bell 
that the stock exchange invoked a 
special rule to smooth volatility. 

Yet the damage to the U.S. and 
world economies is expected 
to be relatively moderate and 
short-lived. Oil prices are falling, 
helping drivers around the world. 
And the reconstruction expected 
along Japan’s northeastern 
coast could even provide a jolt of 
economic growth. 

A weaker Japanese economy 
could help ease global commodity 
prices because Japan is a major 
importer of fuel, agricultural 
products and other raw materials, 
notes Mark Zandi, chief economist 
at Moody’s Analytics. Even 
“assuming a drastic scenario,’’ Bank 
of America economist Ethan Harris 
estimates, the disaster would 
shave just 0.1 percentage point off 
global economist growth —to 
4.2 percent this year. 

After previous catastrophes, 
Japan has proved resilient.

L’Enf ant’s Escalator Hero 


Video shows man's resoue 
effort during terrifying 
incident after ‘Sanity Rally' 

When a fully loaded L’Enfant Plaza esca- 
lator snapped with a bang, sped out of 
control and injured six people after the 
“Sanity Rally” on the National Mall last 
October, one rider stood out for his pres- 
ence of mind. 

A video of the incident captured by a 
Metro security camera and released last 
month shows a short, balding figure in 
khaki pants and a denim shirt come hur- 
tling off the broken contraption — but 
unlike most, he does not run away. Instead, 
amid chaos and screams, he pivots and 
goes to the rescue.

The man’s identity is now known: Den- 
tist Randy Widen, 67, a Chicago native who 
has lived in the Washington area since 1969, 
an expert in teeth grinding, is an unofficial 
hero of the L’Enfant Plaza catastrophe. 

The runaway escalator incident, 
described by many as 18 seconds of sheer 
terror, resulted from a brake malfunction 


and was the catalyst for an inspection of 
Metro’s 588 escalators. That probe revealed 
similar brake problems on escalators 
throughout the system, prompting a mea 
culpa from Metro GM Richard Sarles. 

After being thrown off at the bottom but 
landing on his feet. Widen turned and saw 
“this cascade of people” piled up behind 
him. The escalator wasn’t stopping. 

“I knew I’d made it,” said Widen. “So I 
ran back to the pile. I’d pull one person out, 
then go pull another.” 

On the video. Widen appears to help at 
least five people out of harm’s way. When the 
film cuts off, he is still rescuing. He checked 
people for injuries, and seeing nothing seri- 
ous, headed home to Lusby, Md. “I was real- 
ly lucky,” he said. “It could have been me 
under the pile.” (the Washington post)

Johnson to Fight Bribe Charges 


Former Pr. George’s 
exec pleads not guilty 
in corruption probe 

Greenbelt, Md. 

Former Prince George’s Coun- 
ty executive Jack B. Johnson on 
Tuesday said he will “fight” fed- 
eral bribery charges. 

“I don’t even recognize the per- 
son being charged,” Johnson said 
Tuesday shortly after pleading 


not guilty in U.S. District Court 
in Greenbelt. “I gave every min- 
ute, every effort to the people of 
Prince George’s County.” 

Johnson, 61, a former prosecu- 
tor who was the county’s top elect- 
ed official from 2002 to 2010, is 
accused of accepting $200,000 
from a developer in exchange for 
official acts. The charges are part 
of what prosecutors call a far-reach- 
ing corruption probe in Prince 
George’s County. 

Johnson’s lawyer, Billy Martin,

said outside court that the defense 
will aggressively fight wiretap evi- 
dence that prosecutors have used 
to build their case. 

The probe became public in 
November, when Johnson and his 
wife, Leslie, were arrested at their 
home and accused of conspiring 
to hide $79,600 in cash in Leslie 
Johnson’s underwear and flush a 
$100,000 check down the toilet. At 
the time, they were charged with 
evidence and witness tampering.

Over the past several seasons, RFK 
Stadium was a suitably symbol- 
ic home for D.C. United. Both the 
facility and the club were in disre- 
pair, their glory long faded as they 
slowly crumbled around champi- 
onship foundations. 

But not anymore. Not this year. 
The overhaul of United’s roster, 
spearheaded by newly appointed 
head coach Ben Olsen, has generat- 
ed excitement and optimism about 
a club that’s missed the playoffs 
three consecutive years. 

Yet when they kick off their 2011 
season on Saturday, those promis- 
ing players will compete in a stadi- 
um that continues to drag the club 
down. The money pit on the Ana- 
costia was adequate when MLS 
launched in the mid 1990s, but as 
the league expands and more and 
more clubs build their own modern, 
revenue-generating facilities. Unit- 
ed risks being left in the dust. 


“D.C. United remains one of the 
top brands in our league,” MLS 
commissioner Don Garber said in 
an exclusive interview. “We want to 
do everything we can to continue 
that legacy. To do that, we need to 
make progress on a stadium.” 

Only three of MLS’ 18 clubs 
will spend 2011 in non-soccer sta- 
diums they don’t control, and the 
other two — San Jose and Hous- 
ton — have begun construction. 
Meanwhile, United has seen deals 
with both the District and Prince 
George’s County fall through. 

In December, the Maryland Sta- 


dium Authority released a study 
aimed at luring the club to southern 
Baltimore. It said a new 25,000-seat 
stadium would generate around 
$70 million in annual spending 
and create nearly 1,000 jobs. 

At the time. United said it

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Double Dose of 3-D 


With 3-D films invading theaters and 
3-D televisions arriving in Living roonns 
across the nation, I suppose it was in- 
evitable that honne videos would also 
nnove into the next dinnension. 



For a while now, digital canncord- 
ers have been able to convert regular 
video footage into 3-D just by using 
software sorcery. But 
to keep pace with the 
innproved technol- 
ogy in nnovie theaters 
and flat-screen TVs, 
some camcorders are 
now using two built-in 
cameras to capture 
the third dimension 
the same way that your eyes do. I've 
noticed a couple of models from Sony, 
primarily because the viewscreens on 
these models create the 3-D illusion 


without glasses. That means you can 
tell what your footage will Look Like 
while you’re still filming it. 

The Luxury model of the two is the 
Sony HDR-TDIO ($1,500). Its cameras 
capture high-definition video in 1080 
pixels with a lOx optical zoom. 

The more affordable model is the 
Sony BLoggie 3-D flipcam ($250), 
which also shoots high-def video, 
though it uses compression to man- 
age the Large files. This model is prob- 
ably the better bet for most consum- 
ers; the technology is still so new that 
a big investment wouldn’t be wise.

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Go Behind the Lens 


‘Conversations with 
Scorsese' offers new 
insight on the director 


Book Review 

Whether you agree that Martin 
Scorsese is the greatest filmmak- 
er of his generation, there can be 
little argument that he’s the most 
loquacious. His presence in docu- 
mentaries and on video commen- 
taries about movies, his own and 
those of others, can seem as ubiq- 
uitous as that of film critic and his- 
torian Richard Schickel. 

Putting them together is a per- 
fect pairing for an epic discourse 
about the movies. Schickel’s “Con- 
versations With Scorsese” (Knopf) 
offers nearly 400 pages of questions- 
and-answers between the two, cov- 
ering not only Scorsese’s career but, 
more broadly, the art of making 



movies and the joy they share in 
watching them. It’s likely to stand 
as the definitive source for Scors- 
ese’s views because he is so engaged 
— and because Schickel knows just 
the questions to ask. 

Scorsese, now 68, reflects on 
how his upbringing in New York’s 
Lower East Side influenced films 
such as “Mean Streets,” and “Taxi 
Driver.” The emotions he felt — 


anger and rage, loneliness and fear 

— were muted in life but memora- 
bly expressed on screen. 

This isn’t meant to be a biography. 
Most personal matters, such as Scors- 
ese’s five marriages, are passed over 
and their influ- 
ence on his films 
unexplored. 

Schickel makes 
no secret that he is 
a fan and a friend. 
Still, he challeng- 
es the director, 
presses a point 
and states outright whether a par- 
ticular film works for him. He also 
manages to keep Scorsese on topic 
without missing an opportunity to 
explore an interesting tangent. 
And there are plenty of tangents 

— just what you would expect in a 
spirited back-and-forth between 
two cinephiles at the top of their

Group coupons have become a 
powerful tool for people to save on 
activities around their hometown. 
There are dozens of these sites now 
offering limited-time deals, typi- 
cally by city. Most people sign up 
for their hometown deals, but with 
patience and planning, travelers 
can reap the savings, too, when 
they’re on vacation. 

With a bit of work, such as sign- 
ing up for daily e-mails at sites in 
advance of your trip, and being dil- 
igent about checking regularly on 
deals, discount-seeking travelers 
can snag enough coupons to eas- 
ily fill up their itinerary and save 
some money for indulgences. Here’s 
how to get started. 

Group Coupons 

Chances are you’re signed up for a 
group coupon site, and if not, you 
know someone who is. Usually, a 
discount or two a day is offered per 
city on sites such as Groupon.com 
(which is credited with creating the 
trend several years ago), Livingsocial. 
com, Dealon.com, Buywithme.com 


and more. Sometimes they’re just one 
type of discount — such as daily res- 
taurant deals by zagat.com. 

How does this work for travel- 
ers? As soon as you figure out where 
you’re going, look at the sites, select 
your city and register your e-mail 
address. Unless you’re going to a 
small town, chances are these web- 
sites will cover your destination. 

Be Diligent 

An easy way to get a handle on 
all of the deals is by signing up 
for a daily e-mail from a site such 
as Dealery.com. That type of site 
culls all the deals for a specific city 
and alerts you. 

Deals are typically for spa ser- 
vices such as facials or manicures; 
restaurants; or tours. But they’re 
only for sale for a short time, some- 
times a few days or even just one. 


so you have to be diligent. 

Kevin Strawbridge, president 
of online discount site Dealtak- 
er.com recommends using sites 
such as Viator.com, which offers 
discounts on tours for sale all the 
time — with none of the time con- 
straints. 

Read the Fine Print 

Before you buy, check closely for 
restrictions. Will the deal be valid 
when you travel, or will it expire 
before then? Chances are it’s OK — 
the deals often last several months 
or longer, because businesses want 
to spread around the uptick in 
customers that comes from these 
coupons. 

But most of all, remember that 
you can do all the planning in the 
world — but a coupon is good only 
if you remember to bring it. (ap)

Irish beer isn’t for just 
pints; it also adds buzz 
to stews and desserts 


Did you know? 


Birch & Barley beer man Greg 
Engert notes that when Ireland 
started exporting Guinness to the 
U.S. in 1817, brewers added more 
malt, sugar and grain to the stout, 
and fermented it longer, to help it 
withstand long journeys. In 2010, 
Guinness revived the original 
formula as Guinness Export Stout, 
which Engert recommends 
for cooking. 


Tomorrow’s St. Paddy’s Day celebra- 
tions may tempt you to down 
extra glasses of Guinness. 

But your Irish eyes will 
weep when you remem- 
ber that you probably ' 
still have to work Fri- 
day. 

Such a buzzkill. 

But celebrating all things 
Irish — specifically stout, the 
coffee-like brewski that’s Ireland’s 


No. 1 export — doesn’t mean you have 
to be tipsy by sunset. Stirring, braising 
and baking with beers like Guinness, 
the dark ale that stuck with Ireland 


through famines and U2’s dalliance 
with Europop, might make for a hang- 
over-free holiday — if you don’t imbibe 
while stirring.

“With beer, really, the sky’s the limit,” 
says Kyle Bailey, executive chef of Birch 
& Barley (1337 14th St. NW; 202-567- 
2576). “Stouts work well with heavier 
meats and dishes with flavors that can 
stand up against full-bodied beers.” 

Birch & Barley is known for elevat- 
ing beer to the status formerly reserved 
for wine lists. With 50-plus brews on 
tap, characterized by properties such 
as “fruity” or “toasty,” Bailey can easi- 
ly cook with stout, too. From brat burg- 
ers braised in Allagash White to cheese 
rinds doused in Belgium’s Chimay pale 


ale, dishes both sweet and savory can 
get richness, fullness and, sometimes, 
a welcome bitterness from beer. Short 
ribs, marinated in Schlafly Irish Style 
Extra Stout (recipe, right), will be on 
the menu later this spring. 

Still, there’s a science to cooking 
with brews as delicate as surviving 
pub crawls in Dublin. As with wine, 
beer with longer fermentation process- 
es tends to be higher in alcohol, which 
helps it retain flavors when boiled or 
baked. “If you cook with hoppy ones 
that’re low in alcohol, you get mostly 
bitterness,” says Greg Engert, Birch 
& Barley’s beer director. “The alco- 
hol cooks out, but the fermentation 
ensures richness.” 

At the Irish Inn at Glen Echo (6119 
Tulane Ave.; Glen Echo, Md.; 301-229- 
6600), chef Ross Vandiver uses stouts 
for beef stews, brewing broth from stock 
and beer to intensify hearty, traditional 
Irish dishes. “The malt and barley adds

fullness to stew, but the same ingredients 
work well with desserts,” Vandiver says. 
“I use Guinness in bread pudding and 
coffee ice cream, too. The coffee notes 
balance out the sweetness.” 

For novice cooks, baking is arguably 
an easier place to start. “Beer is really 
liquid bread,” Bailey says. “It has the 
same ingredients as stout.” Bailey rec- 
ommends substituting stout for a por- 
tion of the water called for in a reci- 
pe. Lucy Baker, author of “The Boozy 
Baker” ($19, Running Press), recom- 
mends using stouts in gingerbread, 
too. “Guinness is great for breads with 
spices like nutmeg or cinnamon. It adds 
depth without making things dense.” 

Still, however you imbue your foods 
with brews, Engert and Bailey both 
advise keeping your fave beer off the 
plate. “You wouldn’t cook with your 
most expensive bottle of wine,” Bai- 
ley says. “Save the best beers for your
